One view is tha t automobile drivers will be more 
careful if they are made aware consta ntly of the fact 
tha t death is an unseen passenger, ready to take a d­ 
vantage of their carelessness. Undoubtedly, the road­ 
side crosses with which Ohio was familiar a few years 
ago did have a restraining effect on impressionable 
drivers. 
The opposing view is that the crosses were too grue­ 
som e for whatever good effect they may have had 
They offended the sensibilities of careful drivers, but 
were ignored by careless drivers, who usually seem to 
be dea f and blind to all warnings of danger 
it. was 
claimed, also, tha t the crosses, being so numerous 
defea ted whatever value they m ight have had as re­ 
minders to be careful. 
Apparently, the question the highway 
departm ent 
m ust answer is: Do roadside crosses produce results? 
Unfortunately, their power to prevent accidents c a n ­ 
not be measured, except by common sense. On t hi 
whole, it seems reasonable to presume tha t since the

J a pa n’s seizure of Manchuria has not prepared the 
western world to fa ce the reality of war 
It Is rubbing 
Its eyes, trying to realize tha t the threat of another 
slaughter Is materializing rapidly with the opening of 
hostilities in Africa. 
If It could be sure the results of Italy's expedition 
a ga inst Ethiopia were going to be confined to Africa, 
the western world would not be alarmed. 
But 
iu> 
Intelligent e b w v e r can be blind to the powder trail 
lea ding from Ethiopia to the heart of Europe. 
War in Africa is a reality. War in Europe Is cha ng­ 
ing rapidly from a possibility to a probability. The 
Ironic fact is tha t even the advocates of lasace arc 
willing to fight to preserve peace. 
That ludicrous 
paradox Is an example of the insaaitty bred by the 
war spirit.

Other examples are numerous. 
The present con­ 
dition of Europe may be called fairly the consequence 
of insane action and blundering stupid thought. In 
the first instance, Ita ly never foresaw the Inevitable 
consequences of its arbitrary decision to use aggres­ 
sion against Ethiopia. Obviously, it believed no re­

France. Its prrdicament is not of its own Intention 
Tragically, Italy has blundered into a trap from which 
It ca nnot escape. 
France, which Italy expected to be passive, m is­ 
ca lcula ted Great Britain's a ttitude toward the obli­ 
ga tions of the League of Nations covenant. Too late. 
It realized tha t by deceiving Italy a t the price of los­ 
ing the support of Great Britain 
The last and per­ 
haps the greatest of tiie major blunders was British 
failure to realize that by threa tening Italy it was 
forcing the Italian government to do what Great 
Britain was trying to prevent. 
Thus are nations suck ed Into the maelstrom of war. 
Qood intentions are no m atch for 
Mars, who always 
ca n depend on 
avarice nnd stupidity . Apparently, 
Europe is enm eshed once more in its 
blunders. The 
United Sta es. still on the outside of chaos, 
soon will 
disco’ser whether its own good Intentions 
are stronger 
tha n Its avarice and stupidity .
